It 
Americans should actually have lost 
their lives, this would naturally be 
contrary to our Intentions. 
" ‘The German government would 
deeply regret the fact, aud begs to 
teuder sincerest sympathies to the 
American government.’ " 
The ambassador made no comment 
upon the statement, and an attache 
said that it spoke for Itself.
